This is the consensus of 
panelists

the fourth Economic Out­ 
look Forum held last week 
w ith sponsorship b y the Re­ 
search and Statistics Division 
of the Chicago Association of 
Commerce and Industry.

The concentration was on con­ 
struction of homes rather than 
apartm ents, leaving young fam ­ 
ilies no alternative but to move 
into a home rather than an 
apartm ent. 


FACTORS contributing to the 
slowing pace of home construc­ 
tion, Schumacher opined, are:

THE NEWLY-TRAPPED fal­ 
con is likely to be “electric,” 
or nervous, and it is calmed by 
wearing it down. Two or tliree 
people take turns carrying the 
falcon on their fist for perhaps 
two days and two nights, keep­ 
ing the falcon awake all this 
time. In the end, it calms down 
strictly through weariness. 
Then it is made to come after 
meat attached to the lure. At 
first, the falcon is tethered to 
a perch with 
a 
20-foot 
line. 
Gradually, the length of the line 
is increased 
and 
the 
falcon 
made to fly farther and farther 
to the lure. W’hen it passes its 
tests repeatedly and success­ 
fully on a 100-foot line, the lure 
is detached. 
The next time it comes aft­ 
er 
the 
lure, 
the 
lure 
is 
snatched 
away 
and 
the 
thwarted falcon will soar up 
into the sky and wheel, look­ 
ing for the accustomed meat. 
The trainer whirls the lure 
with the meat attached and 
the falcon swoops down on it. 
Soon, the bird will circle the 
trainer, “ ringing,” until the lure 
is produced, then “stoop,” or 
streak down on it. It is ready 
for the hunt. 


“USUALLY,” 
WOEHRL and 
Fitch said, “you ‘wed’ a falcon 
to a particular game. You train 
it with this game and it de­ 
velops an affinity for it and 
won t go after other types of 
game.” 
Although 
falconers 
are 
li­ 
censed by the State of Illinois 
to hunt with their birds, they 
can only hunt game birds dur­ 
ing the regular season and this 
is dangerous because regular 
hunters often shoot at anything 
with wings and the falconers 
might lose a valuable bird to a 
careless hunter. 
Consequently, 
they o f t e n 
“wed” their birds to crows, 
which can be hunted anytime. 
Woehrl almost lost his gyr­ 
falcon in Mount Prospect re­ 
cently, a calamity he com­ 
pares with the sinking of the 
Titanic. “ After all.” he said,

The heart-stopping incide n t 
I occurred about two weeks ago 
while Woehrl was in New York. 
He had left “Magna” with his 
brother-in-law in Mount Pros­ 
pect and the bird got away one 
day as she was being tethered 
to her block perch outside. 


SINCE THE falcon was not 
rigged for flying, it still had the 
jesses (leather thongs attached 
to each leg) down, the swivel 
and leash on. 
The fear was that the bird 
would get the leash tangled in 
a tree, trapping the bird. An­ 
other worry was the weather. 
Thy gyrfalcon, being an arctic 
bird, is very susceptible to beat. 
Immediately, 
Fitch 
was 
called to help hunt the bird, 
and a call was put 
in 
to 
Woehrl in New York. Woehrl 
caught the first plane back 
as soon as he got the word. 
arriving about dawn. 
For two days, 
Fitch a n d 
Woehrl drove the countrys i d e 
and tramped the fields, swing­ 
ing the lure and hoping “ Mag­ 
na” was somewhere around and 
would see it. Even if the bird 
was so high it was out of sight 
from the ground, 
her micro­ 
scopic and telescopic eyesight 
would catch the slightest move-

On Cankerworms 


When buds are ready to break I 
it’s count-down time for pesky 
spring cankerworms. 
Living time capsules, they 
hatch from eggs only when their 
chow is ready for gulping — 
precisely when leaves unfold. 
Among the hungriest critters 
in insectdom, they frequently 
chomp their way through ten­ 
der greenery until the tree vic­ 
tim is completely defoliated. In­ 
festations of two or three years 
weaken trees to the point where 
many may die. 


FORTUNATELY, the canker- 
worm, 
often 
known 
as 
the 
measuring worm or inchworm, 
is easily controlled. One spray­ 
ing of DDT, 
arsenate of lead 
or malathion is usually enough 
to exterminate the bulk of the 
population. 
Cankerworms are something 
of mystery guests. They have 
the habit of appearing in cer­ 
tain areas about every seven to 
nine years, but nobody is able 
to foretell where or why they’ll 
appear. The Epicurean taste of 
the cankerworm leans to elm, 


oak, apple and linden. Maple, 
dogwood 
and other valuable 
specimen trees 
are 
also 
in­ 
cluded on the menu. 
Cankerworms are such glut­ 
tons they’ll consume new leaves 
as fast as they’ll grow. Severely 
infested trees will remain bare 
until the feeding is completed 
in late spring. 


CATERPILLARS are green 
to black and about one and one- 
half inches 
long 
when fully 
grown. They have legs on the 
front and rear and crawl by 
inching along. 
They couldn t 
exist without their wonderful 
built-in 
timing 
mechan i s rn. 
Caterpillars hatched 
b e fore 
leaves unfold would starve. 
Similarly, caterpillars hatch­ 
ed later in the growing season 
would find 
adult leaves to o 
tough to chew and digest. 
Cankerworms have an annoy­ 
ance factor for humans too. 
They spin down on silk threads 
and are picked up on clothing of 
people walking under infested 
trees.

State Starts Taking 
Idle Bank Accounts 


SPRINGFIELD, 
(I T I )-T h e 
State of Illinois Tuesday begins 
to pick up a financial windfall 
from thousands of idle bank ac­ 
counts across the state. 
Under a law effective May I, 
passed by the last legislature, 
bank 
accounts 
and 
property 
valued at more than $10 which 
have remained unclaimed for 
15 years or longer 
must 
be 
turned over to the state. 
The state, after taking over 
the money, is required to put 
it in a special fund for four 
months before it can be used, 
meanwhile 
making 
additional 
efforts to find the owners. 


THE AMOUNT of money that 


the 
unclaimed 
deposits 
will 
yield is not known. Some early 
predictions ranged all the way 
up to $100 million, but Finan­ 
cial Institutions Director Joseph 
E. 
Knight has estimated the 
amount the first year will be 
closer to $10 million. 
Sen. W. Russell Arrington. R- 
Evanston, head of the Senate 
Revenue Committee, estimated 
the yield could be from $10 to 
$40 million, considerably lower 
than predictions he made ear­ 
lier. 
One factor that has cut the 
estimated yield has been the 
effective efforts bv banks and 


other financial 
institutions 
in 
discovering the locations of de­ 
positors of the idle accounts. 
THE UNCLAIMED money is 
slated for the state pension and 
retirement fund, 
but 
already 
members of the powerful State 
Budgetary 
Commission 
have 
talked of transferring 
the 
in­ 
coming 
cash 
to 
the 
hard- 
pressed General Revenue Fund 
Such a transfer could be made 
by a special session of the le­ 
gislature if one is called to 
consider the pending $100 mil­ 
lion deficit in state public aid 
funds, which come out of gen­ 
eral revenue.

The State Senate has already 
passed a 3 per cent state in­ 
come tax . . . and the Bowman 
Bill, which would prohibit De­ 
troit from imposing its tax on 
non-residents, was on the desk 
for action by Gov.

Exeter, like scores of dov^nstate towns, is dying. 
The community's younger citizens have left in search of a 
brighter future; most of the few dozen who remain are of ad­ 
vanced age. 
Photographer I.,arr>’ Cameron and I found the aged of Exeter 
no different from the elderly in the slums of big cities, in sprawl­ 
ing .suburbs, county nursing homes, or in the depressing private 
and public hospitals for the aged throughout the state. 
The town typified the most pressing personal problem of the 
aget!: loneliness and inactivity. It also reflected the lack of their 
most urgent physical need — adequate huusing. 
Thc*re wa.s a time w’hen aged j>arents moved in with their 
children, but no more. The childnm are heavily mortgaged in 
small suburban ranch homi^ and have bigger families; there’s 
little room for Grandma's rocker. 
Tw'o-thirds of Illinois’ senior citizen.s live in their own homes 
— but they face critical problems, tcKj. In addition to upkeep 
costs, the aged are burdened by rising taxes; many of the homes 
are too large and ill-designed to meet the needs of persons with 
infirmities. Loans to convert older homes are hard to come by; 
zoning restrictions prevent remodeling for ivntal income. 
• What can I do? Where can I go?** asked the recenily-

For a fortunate few. Plum landing in downtown A aron 
will be the answer. Only one of its kintl in Illinois, the 70-unit 
project is an imaginative residential apartment development for 
retired [leople. Dtn eloped by the non-profit Mighell Fund, it 
incorporates a variety of services and group facilities with rentals 
geared to both single people and couples in middle and upper 
middle Income groups. 
For the majority, the future i.s not as bright. In the dving 
towns of rural Illinois, in the shabby rooming houses, rn the 
nursing homes, and in the seedy flop hotels of Skid Row. the 
elderly citizen sits out his remaining years in virtual squalor. 
'Fhroughout the state, wi* found the oilier core of cities full 
of aging residents living in furnished rooms, third floor tene­ 
ments. condemned buildings. Everv-w liere, the oldest and m.>st 
substandard housing filters down to the aged — and most of it 
is not fit for ixvupaney. 
NVarly half the people over 
have such low incomes as to 
eligible for public housing. But public hoiLsing for the aged is 
scarce, ami increased longevity is increasing the scarcity. F<‘wer 
than 3,000 public housing units rn Chicago have been built or 


authorized for the aged; there are an estimated 300,000 qualified 
agwl living in metropolitan Chicago. 
Opposition to exrvmding public hou>ing for the age<i to meet 
this nc'ixi comes from .several quarters. Legislators point to a 
scarcity of funds; many more call such housing “socialism.” And 
there is strong opposition from special intere.-'t.s. 
.‘Naid I'rank Higgins, regional tiirector of the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission in Belleville; “The whole problem of the aged is 
moiivatiHi or tarnished by the profit motive. The aged have bien 
ignortxl for 2,0(X) years and now everyone’s trying to cash in on 
them.” 
t’ameron and I saw many examples of the tarnish. 
We walked through the grounds of River Bluff Nursing 
Home in Rockford, This county institution — built in 1872 as a 
{Mnar farm — was descrilx'd by a local nevispaper as ‘‘a shocking 
fire trap . . . honeyeomlied with tiny rooms, narrow hallways, 
sttep stairways, inadequate and dangerous fire escapes — and 
kwded with elderly or paralyzed patients who couldn't escape 
if fire should break out.” 
We found this description accurate. Despite the handicaps of 
an inadequate plant, officials at the home had developed excel­ 
lent nursing care. But a major expenditure of money was ncees- 
sarv^ to remove the hazards. 
.A S2 million bond issue, supported by the Winnebago Coun­ 
ty Medical Society, was defeated in a 1958 referendum. Gloated 
the Journal of the American Nursing Home Association, organi­ 
zation of private operators, in its November 19.58 issue: 
*‘Succ<>ss in defeating this issue can lie attributed to the tre­ 
mendous effort put forth by the Illinois Association . . . It goes 
without saying that here ;s pnxif of what concert«Kl effort, educa­ 
tion, and the winning of friends can accomplish in the interests of 
private enter{>rise.” 


Sister Mary Mechtild* is supervisor of St. Elizabeth Horn* 
for the Aged in Belleville, one of the better institutions 
for aged in the state. Almost ail homes for the aged hay# 
waiting lists of one to four years. 


We found too many for-profit facilities rundown, overcrowd­ 
ed ghettoes for the elderly — warehouses for the infirm, virtual 
iKHieyards. Illinois has ‘24,483 nursing home beds of which 20,100 
are rated as non-acccptable on the basis of fire and health 
hazards. 
The exceptions to these deplorable conditions are largely 
public or church-supported, 
St. Elizabeth Home for the Agtxl in Belleville has met the 
social and physical needs of the elderly with reason and charity. 
Here. 135 residents from 65 to 96 are housed in a modern build­ 
ing with a warm, cheerful atmosphere, I'he staff provides activi­ 
ties that include hobbies and crafts, entertainment, and social 
programs. 
The Lutheran Home and Service for the Aged in Arlington 
Heights also lacks the sordid institutional atmosphere. Says the 
Rev, John Kempt, superintendent; “When this becomes an insti­ 
tution, it should be closed. This is a home to live a full, normal 
life, not as a last resort or a place to come and die.” 
From here, we went to Elgin State Haspital where one-third 
of the 5.800 patients are aged. A majority of these elderly do 
not belong in a mental institution. Said the .superintendent, Dr- 
Daniel Haffron; “Many of our residents are merely .senile and 
require personalized care not unique to a mental institution. 
What can we do? We have overcrowding, a poor physical plant, 
and are under-staffed.” 
We found 250 per cent overcrowding in some buildings. The 
capacity of Loewy Cottage is 52; today, .some 133 women are 
jammed into this firetrap built as a “temporary” structure more 
than 40 years ago. Forty-two rollaway beds are shoved away 
from dining and day room walls each night. Rows of old women 
sat for hours on end against the vacant walls. The babbling 
deranged walked among the lonely aged to whom this was home. 
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Ricberd C. Blair, executive director of Pium 
Landing Residence for Retired Pecple. stands 
on balcony of unique apartm ent developnnent 
in Aurora. Designed for middle and upper 
middle income groups, the fi rs t of 70 units 
will be occupied in June. 


An E St. Louis, MI., casew orter calls on a 
ree‘p‘nnt of old age relief. In E. St. Louis and 
Belleville. 85 per cent of the residents over 
65 years of age live in the slum districts. 


Census figures show that twice a* many houses owned and occupied by 
older persons are in poorer condition and repair than other homes.

By 1952 the volune of 
checks written r e a c h e d 8- 
billion, and this mounted to ap­ 
proximately 14-billion checks in 
1961, Conservative fore c a s t s 
peg the figure at more than 22- 
billion checks at the end of the 
next decade.

mately 6,000 checks and check­ 
ing account deposit slips each 
day, or approximately I Vi-mil­ 
lion items during a full year. 
Before converting to electron­ 
ic bookkeeping, the bank

A woman who has reached the pinnacle of success 
in the field of journalism believes there is definitely dis­ 
crimination against women holding top positions in bus­ 
iness and government. 
In an exclusive interview for Paddock Publications, 
Pauline Frederick, NBG News* United Nations corre­ 
spondent, .said she has had 
to fight this discrimination. 


Miss Fi'6xlerick was fea­ 
tured speaker in Peoria Sat­ 
urday for the Golden Key 
Banquet of the 41st annual 
state conventioo of the Illinois 
Federation 
of 
Business 
and 
Professional Women’s Clubs. 
She believe a woman should 
n(^ be given a job just because 
she is a woman, but by the 
same token, should not be held 
back because of her sex. 


IN CITING discrimination she 
has observed, and fought, she 
pointed out that there is only 
one woman permanent delegate 
to the United Nations. She is 
Agda Rossel of Sweden. 
“There are a number of 
women in the various delega­ 
tions. but she is the only one 
of the 104 permanent dele­ 
gates.” she reported. 
Miss Frederick believes the 
only way discrimination can be 
broken down is to convince men 
that women can do a job. es­ 
pecially in the United Nations. 
“A woman 
can bring some 
sense into this mad arms race. 
I do not think men shoukl de­ 
cide whether we will have war 
or peace. I think women should 
demand to have the same right 
to voice their opinions on the 
course we are to take as men 
have,” she emphasized. 


great deal of discouragement 
in trying to break into the 
news field. 
She began as a 
newspaper reporter in 1946 in 
Harrisburg. Pa. .She reported 
school and social news fol­ 
lowing graduation from col­ 
lege. She has a BS degree in 
political science in the liberal 
aria college.

cents in the face of limited 
demand and large supplies. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables 
continue in short supply, well 
below year-ago volume levels, 
and at prevailing high prices. 
The University of Illinois con­ 
sumer service weekly survey, 
for the period ending May 5, 
does note, however, that as­ 
paragus, radishes, green oni­ 
ons, 
beets, 
spinach,

and strawberries rate as re a c ­ 
tively better buys. Sweetcorn is 
a limited value opportunity’. 
PRODUCE lines hold some 
promise cf relief on the May

Politics Complicate 
Public Aid Finances 


The danger of calling a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature to deal with a crit­ 
ical public aid deficit is obvious to all Il­ 
linois lawmakers. With the Nov. 6 elec­ 
tion looming on the horizon, the special 
session could easily become a partisan 
political battlefield. 
The whole question of public aid 
spending has become an emotionally 
charged issue which could prove too in­ 
viting a target for politicians to ignore. 
It is the path of least resistance to 
portray all relief roll recipients as 
loafers, illiterates or immoral tarts. 
But this is hardly a reasoned or doc­ 
umented approach to an increasingly 
complex and expensive problem. 
What might provoke a special ses­ 
sion is a deficit estimated between $100 
and $120 million in the public aid pro­ 
gram. In addition, the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission estimates a deficit of 
$68 million more in federal funds ad­ 
ministered for the program. 
Some lawmakers are urging a spe­ 
cial session to transfer funds from ear­ 
marked accounts to pay public aid bills 
as a “stop gap” measure to tide the 
state over. In this way, they argue, the 
program would survive into the regu­ 
lar assembly which convenes in Janu­ 
ary. Legislators could then assign the 
cash needed to put the program through 
the fiscal period ending June 30, 1963. 
Got’. Kem er, while saying that he 
might be amenable to such a course 
of action, adds flatly that the only an­ 
swer is new revenue; this means more 
taxes, although we’re not sure just 
who the governor is referring to when 
he declares, “The people of this state 
have been enjoying champagne while 
paying for beer.” 
Perhaps he was referring to the race 
track people and the tax concessions the 
legislators are always so anxious to con­ 
fer on them. 
Possibly the governor had in mind 
House Speaker Paul Powell, D-Vienna, 
whose interest in harness racing has af­ 
fected his judgment on tax equity mat­ 
ters. 
Maybe Mr. Kemer is thinking of 
Illinois corporations. Corporation tax­ 
es in Illinois in 1960 amounted to $5.5 
million annually as opposed to $55 
million 
in 
neighboring 
Wisconsin, 
$125 million in New Jersey, and $225 
million in New York. 
The argument against raising cor­ 
porate taxes was that it would drive in­ 
dustries considering locating here into 
the embrace of other states. A ques­ 
tion to this concern might be, “To 
where?” Availability of transportation 
and resources surely influence industrial 
decisions on finding a suitable location 
as much as the corporate tax picture. 
Furthermore, industrial e x e c u t i v e s 
should be able to distinguish between 
paying a “fair” and an “unjust” share 


of taxes. In comparison to other states, 
Illinois industries enjoy a “favored” po­ 
sition. 
Yet the legislature, in its search 
for new’ revenue, passed another sales 
tax increase which is felt most strongly 
where it can be least afforded: in the 
lower income pocketbook. By taxing 
groceries instead of horses and machin­ 
ery, the lawmakers imposed the most 
substantial burdens upon the lowest in­ 
come groups. 
One wonders if we might see a repe­ 
tition of this sort. It is time the legisla­ 
ture stopped rolling over every time a 
special interest lobby snapped its fin­ 
gers. It is time Illinois lawmakers be­ 
gan behaving in the manner their titles 
“Representative” suggest, and “repre­ 
sent” the peoples* interests. 
Such a course would include ceas­ 
ing to utilize the public aid problem 
as a political whipping post. Tiro 
Democratic members of the Public 
Aid Commission recently came for­ 
ward with the absurd solution of put­ 
ting mothers who had additional ille­ 
gitimate children into jail. 
These are persons who have lost 
hope, and in whom must be instilled a 
sense of personal w'orth before they can 
be helped. This is a job for the social 
worker, not the warden. 
There are undoubtedly more cases of 
fraud being perpetrated in the public aid 
program than is now’ known. It might be 
w ise to spend a little more money to in­ 
crease an investigative staff to uncover 
such cases in order to save much more. 
But the whole problem is much more 
complex than the desire of idlers to 
practice deception. The situation can be 
traced to moral origins. Segregation in 
the South is driving refugees from the 
“Cotton 
Curtain’* 
into 
Chicago 
in 
droves, and they arrive expecting to find 
the streets paved with golden oppor­ 
tunities. 
Add them to the stagnant pools of 
second and third generation reliefers 
and the increasing numbers of un­ 
employed being replaced by automa­ 
tion, and the enormity of the problem 
starts to emerge. What it demands is 
retraining, education, new job oppor­ 
tunities, and a tearing down of slums 
where landlords prosper and misery 
abounds. 
We must do more than accuse; we 
must seek new avenues to channel en­ 
ergies and work resources. And it may 
help to keep in mind a comment of Wil­ 
liam Faulkner’s. The Nobel Prize-win­ 
ning author observed that the only thing 
a man can stand to do for eight hours a 
day is work. We believe men not only 
demonstrate their endurance and cre­ 
ativity best in this area, but that this 
is what they wish to do to defeat the 
lingering boredom, sense of uselessness 
and despair which is the relief roll vic­ 
tim’s lot. 
‘Barking Idiotically’ 


Time was when all politicians were 
considered fair game. Satirists of every 
disposition delighted in deflating them. 
But such an occupation has become 
“a suspended if not a vanished art,” a 
Bryn Mawr College history professor, 
Arthur P. Dudden, has concluded. 
We are inclined to agree w ith this as­ 
sessment. The U.S. President’s office, for 
example, has become a sacrosanct insti­ 
tution, and to challenge his judgments 
is becoming something akin to profaning 
the flag. 
When President Kennedy, for in­ 
stance, suggested that the press “disci­ 
pline” itself following the abortive Cu­ 
ban invasion, the profession, instead of 
questioning whether this might not be 
an abridgement of the First Amend­ 
ment, later bragged about not mention­ 
ing certain facts that came to its atten­ 
tion concerning national policy. 


President Eisenhower, whose bun­ 
gling of the U-2 spy plane incident was 
a somewhat classic case of “foot-in- 
mouth” infirmity, was also treated with 
kind and apologetic prose. 
Compare this to H. L. Mencken’s dis­ 
section of Warren G. Harding’s inaugur­ 
al address. Mencken likened it to “a 
string of wet sponges” and “dogs bark­ 
ing idiotically through endless nights. It 
is so bad that a sort of grandeur creeps 
into it.” 
Professor Dudden named a number 
of causes as contributing to the demise 
of the art of “native political humor — 
swallowing politicians alive.” Among 
them are the tension of the time, high 
costs in the book industry, and the de­ 
cline of individuality in newspapers. 
But is this enough justification to 
blunt our senses to some of these “dogs 
barking 
idiotically 
through 
endless 
nights.”

One of the participants, the male president of a 
woman’s college, saw’ little difference betw’een men and 
women in regard to intelligence, creativity and the rea­ 
soning processes.

I for one, however, feel that 
male and female do operate 
on 
different 
mental 
wave 
lengths. 
Part

l i e v e , is in­ 
stinctual. The 
female is so 
constituted as 
to be the per- 
hoffmann 
petrator a n d 
custodian of the species, just 
as the male is physiologically 
and 
psychologically 
con - 
structed to be the provider. 


This accounts for different 
ways of viewing life. A wom­ 
an, as the bearer of children, 
is more apt to place pre­ 
mium values on security. For 
this reason she may be more 
of a defender of the status 
quo — the established order. 


THE MALE, though hunter 
and provider, is also some­ 
thing of a wanderer. For this 
reason, he is probably more 
adventuresome, brasher and 
bolder in examining new fron­ 
tiers of thought. 


The male is also more 
impressed with such value 
judgments 
as 
“integrity” 
and “honor/* for the mas­ 
culine ego requires certain 
face - saving 
justifications. 
For this reason, he may at 
times act more recklessly. 
The female, however, usu­ 
ally is more stoical about 
the fates, tending to take 
the longer view of life. 


In schools, the girls seem 
to better measure up to the 
accepted standards of excel­ 
lence, fulfilling classroom as­ 
signments as they are passed 
out, while boys are given to 
experiment.

Youngsters n e e d 
both male and female mo­ 
dels to emulate. 


ANOTHER CONCERN

pressed by television discus­ 
sants was that we are in 
danger of becoming an “asex­ 
ual” society because the male 
and female roles are no long­ 
er clearly defined and 
the 
wrong 
type 
of 
eompeti - 


tiveness is further muddying 
distinctions. 
Servicemen r e t u r n i n g 
from Germany and Japan 
often remarked that they 
preferred these 
countries’ 
women to American girls. 
Their 
explanation 
was a 
vague reference to t h e i r 
“knowing 
their 
place.” 
What 
I 
think 
impressed 
them was not so much the 
subservience 
of 
frauleins 
and Geisha girls but their 
femininity. They were not 
trying to be anything they 
weren’t; they knew how to 
exercise influence 
without 
being derisive, strident or 
demanding. 
Some social critics seem to 
see this confusion over mas­ 
culine and feminine roles as 
relating to a transition from 
a patriarchal society back to 
a matriarchal one again. Ev­ 
er since the gods in Greek 
mythology 
ousted 
the 
god­ 
desses from 
Mt. 
Olympus’ 
rule, the male has nervously 
been waiting for the palace 
revolt. 


IT IS 
possible that 
he’s 
been 
outflanked. 
But 
there 
seems to be some specious 
reasoning as to what con - 
stituted the old matriarchal 
orders. Even in ancient so­ 
cieties in which the woman 
was worshipped, such rever­ 
ence was reserved for her 
f e m i n i n e functions. 
The 
carved idols of their deities 
were 
pregnant 
women 
in 
which the mystery' of l i f e 
was evolved into a theology. 
Yet the belief persists that a 
m a t r i a r c h y automatically' 
means the presence of Ama­ 
zons who usurp manly duties 
and leave the men to tend 
the children and hoe the veg­ 
etable patch.

The economic realities of 
our time have wrought vast 
changes in the structure of 
our society'.

sumption and installment buy­ 
ing have mothers as well as 
fathers at work, sometimes 
at more than one job. The 
home, in some instances, 
has all the familiarity and 
warmth of a hotel lobby. 
The 
incidence of broken 
homes increases, so that 
only one parent’s presence 
is felt, or worse, is 
the 
negative influence of indif­ 
ferent parents, so that the 
child’s frustrations 
mount 
as his perspective dims. 
Part of the problem could 
probably be traced to the tra­ 
ditional battle of the sexes

Here 
are no U Thants or John 
Kennedys or Roger Bloughs. 
They are all “fun people” 
from writing, cartooning, en­ 
tertaining fields. 
Here is Harry Golden, the 
too-prolific columnist • com­ 


mentator on life in America. 
His is the least interesting 
chapter because he works the 
material so regularly. Anoth­ 
er is Walt Kelly, irrepressible 
sponsor of the world of the 
swamp as we have come to 
know it in Pogo. 


William 
K. 
Zinsser, 
third 
of the five, is best known as 
motion picture critic. Howard 
Lindsay, 
the playwright 
re­ 
calls his tortuous path to ma­ 
turity. To me the most in­ 
teresting chapter is John Up­ 
dike's. He is often regarded 
to be the foremost stylist and 
among the most promising (rf 
the young writers. With the 
exception of the Golden chap­ 
ter, all have some surprises: 
we find the men exercised 
about 
aspects 
of 
boyhood 


which do not really explain 
the man. 
Maybe that is the point: 
boyhoods and girlhoods should 
be visited from time to time 
in order to help us regain 
footing. If we do this with 
imagination, more than mere 
reminiscence 
should 
occur. 
We can learn a good deal 
about the dreams that were 
frustrated, 
the 
plans 
that 
needed 
setting 
aside. 
But 
most of all, a visit to boyhood 
or girlhood may very well be 
a visit to an era when the uni­ 
verse was still organized in 
our consciousnesses. 


It reveals a world in which 
meanings and patterns were 
made clear. To be sure, these 
may have had more of ego 
and expectation than our tired 


adult world can promise. 
We were all sure that some 
day history would set itself 
right (as it had not with our 
parents) and would rearrange 
things so that all paths would 
open for our enterprises. Ma­ 
turity meant the ability to 
live with the turning-aside of 
this hope. 


BUT AT least there was a 
plot and a pattern, a vision 
and a base of operation. Re­ 
visiting the scenes of early 
expectation 
might 
help 
us 
gain some sense of direction 
along the way. Also, “Five 
Boyhoods” reveals at a hun­

the government every year of 
millions and billions of dol­ 
lars. 
The American Legion as a 
lobbyist on government for 
handouts should make Ameri­ 
cans sick. 
Let’s see that 
handouts to the so-called war 
heroes 
are 
stopped.

Clover mites will be a pest in 
many homes this spring. When 
clover mites 
invade 
a 
home 
they appear as tiny dark red 
or almost black specks which 
over-run floors, walls, furniture 
and window panes and get into 
beds and clothing 
Their presence in 
the 
home 
seems to be due to a lost wand­ 
ering search 
of 
food 
a n d 
warm th. They are a nuisance 
only and they are not a menace 
to health. Clover mites spend 
the winter in cracks or crevices 
on the bricks or siding of the 
outside of the house. Activity 
begins in early spring, about the 
tim e the grass turns green, and 
ceases about the beginning of 
June. 
In sum m er the 
m i t e s are 
usually no problem, but they 


m igrate into the house in early 
fall. 
To 
prevent 
this 
migration, 
remove weeds and grass next 
to the 
foundation, 
leaving 
a 
strip of bare soil at least 18 
inches wide. This strip may be 
planted with flowers 
such 
as 
zinnias, roses, chrysanthem ums 
or salvia which do not attract 
clover mites. Dusting the area 
with Aramite is an additional 
aid.

Mulches 
applied

shrubs 
and evergreens and 
vegetables 
will help to prevent growth of 
weeds and to conserve mois­ 
ture. Mulches soak up moisture 
and rainfall. They allow it to 
soak into the soil and thereby 
prevent 
surface 
evaporation, 
insuring an even moisture sup­ 
ply during the growing season. 
Germinating weeds are unable 
to reach light through the mulch 
and never become m ature. 
Mulching m aterials are clas­ 
sified as either organic or in­ 
organic. Organic m aterials are 
broken down by soil 
micro-or­ 
ganisms and become part of the 
soil. Inorganic 
m aterials 
are 
not broken down. 


EXAMPLES 
OF 
organic 
mulchs are leaves, peat moss, 
straw , sawdust, shavings, grass 
clippings and paper. 
Paper mulches are not ordi­ 
nary paper, but a special pa 
per treated with a fungicide and 
a preservative. These m aterials 
help to control diseases 
and 
make the paper more durable. 
A paper mulch conserves mois­ 
ture satisfactorily, 
completely 
eliminates 
weed 
growth. 
Its 
best use is 
probably 
in 
the 
vegetable garden, particularly 
on tomatoes. 
If staw is used, buy it 
one 


them as a compost pile. How­ 
ever, if clippings come in con­ 
tact with plant stem s, they may 
cause rot. 
If 
inorganic 
m aterials 
are 
used as a 
mulch, 
add 
more 
fertilizer to the soil. For every 
one inch of mulch, apply 
an 
additional two pounds of ferti­ 
lizer per 1000 square feet. 
Two examples 
of 
inorganic 
m aterials are vermiculite and 
plastics. Vermiculite is a porous 
granular substance that holds 
moisture well.

PLASTIC SHEETS

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Explain Three Basic Forms for Business 


Each year thousands of new 
businesses are started and in 
each 
case 
the 
owner 
must 
choose the form under which 
he will conduct his business 
venture. The three basic forms 
are the sole proprietorship, the 
partnership and the corpora - 
lion. The choice of a particular 
form should be made carefully 
and with competent advice. 
The sole proprietorship, is, of 
course, the simplest 
business 
form. No organizational form­ 
alities are required. The pro­ 
prietor may delegate authority 
to employees in which case they 
may bind him to certain agree­ 
ments; but otherwise he is in 
complete control. 
The entire net income of the 
business must be reported by 
the owner on his personal in­ 
come tax return while all losses 
are borne by the proprietor, 
and creditors of the business 
may even resort to his personal 
assets to satisfy their claims. 


WHEN THE business is sold 
or the owner dies, that particu­ 
lar proprietorship ends e v e n 
though the business may be car­ 
ried on by someone else.

Moving on to the partner - 
ship, we find a somewhat more 
complex form of business or­ 
ganization which requires some 
agreement, 
however 
simple, 
setting forth the relationship of 
the parties. Here, the control 
and management will be shared 
equally by the partners unless 
a different division is provided 
for in the partnership agree­ 
ment. 
Normally, no person may be­ 
come a member of a partner­ 
ship without the consent of all 
the partners and consequently 
each partner can prevent con­ 
trol from passing to outsiders. 
Each partner is liable for the 
acts of his partners and part­ 
nership employees acting in the 
ordinary course of partnership 
business and each partner is 
personally liable for all of the 
debts and obligations of th e 
partnership. These harsh rules 
of liability make the selection 
of a partner a matter of ex­ 
treme importance. 


THERE IS no federal income 
tax on the partnership itself, 
but each partner must include 


his proportionate share of the j 
earnings on his personal r e ­ 
turn. 
A partnership 
is 
dissolved 
and there must be an account­ 
ing between the partners upon 
the death or withdrawal of a 
i partner; however, the partner­ 
ship agreement may prov i d e 
that the remaining partners can 
continue the business. 
The third main form of busi­ 
ness is the corporation. This is 
the most complex form and re­ 
quires strict adherence to the 
statutory requirements for or­ 
ganization and operation. 


IF THE corporation does bus­ 
iness in states other than the 
state of incorporation it must 
qualify in each of those states 
and pay various franchise taxes 
in each of those states. The 
management of a corporation 
is usually vested in a board of 
directors which is elected by 
the shareholders. The board of 
directors in turn elects offi­ 
cers to carry out the policies 
established by the board. 
In a small or a “close” cor­ 
poration the same people may 


be the stockholders, directors 
and officers but in a large cor­ 
poration, there may be thous­ 
ands of stockholders in which 
case control of the corporation 
by any person or group may be 
difficult to maintain. 
Probably, the greatest advan­ 
tage of the corporate form is 
the limited liability which it 
affords. If the corporation is 
properly organized, its stock­ 
holders will not be personally 
liable for corporate debts and 
obligations. 


USUALLY. 
A 
corporation 
pays a federal income tax on 
its earnings, then each stock­ 
holder is required to pay tax 
on these same earnings when 
they are distributed to him as 
dividends. A recent change in 
the statute, however, permits 
some corporations to elect to 


be taxed as partnerships. 
Theoretically a corporation is 
considered to be a separate en­ 
tity so that death of a stock­ 
holder or a transfer of his stock 
has no effect on the existence 
cf the corporation but in a small 
corporation there may be the 
practical problem of finding a 


buyer for the shares.

Many vegetable gardeners have started their gardens and 
are well under way with the production of fresh fruit and vege­ 
tables for the coming summer. The vegetable garden is a proj­ 
ect that the whole family can take part in and enjoy together. 
Some of the advantages of gardening are that it provides a 
healthful outdoor exercise offering productive activity for the 
family as a unit. 
To get the most out of your garden, you should make plans 
early in the year and follow proper steps during the gardening 
season. Gardeners should follow an organized plan of work in do­ 
ing this activity. We suggest the following ten steps to have a 
successful garden: 
Step 1. Find a good location. The success of the remain­ 
ing nine steps to a successful garden will depend on your se­ 
lection of a garden site. Many of you already have a site or 
are limited to one area on your property. But if you have a 
selection, try to find a good soil, loose, fertile, level, well- 
drained. Locate so that there is plenty of sun light when nec­ 
essary to produce the healthy high quality of vegetables that 
you desire. 
Do not plant near trees, buildings, shrubs or many other 
things that might shade your garden. If you do have to plant in 
the shade, you may grow more leafy vegetables. They do better 
than most of the root crops in these areas. A water supply should 
be Mar your garden site, as during the dry season a garden can 
be saved if water is easily available and used. 
A garden near your home is much handier in that a few spare 
moments can be used to do small jobs. It’s much easier to weed 
a fe wweeds at a time than it is to work for long periods, as an ex 
ample. A vegetable garden can be part of the landscape plan | sprinkling the garden lightly at frequent intervals. 


ons, beans and potatoes are some of the crops most practical to 
mulch. Besides controlling weeds, the much will conserve mois­ 
ture, regulate the soil temperature, keep the fruits clean, elim­ 
inate injury to crops by cultivation, and prevent erosion. Mulching 
makes gardening easier and may increase yields. 
After a mulch is put down, cultivation is unnecessary in 
many cases for the rest of the season. Materials that can be 
used for mulches include leaves, grass cuttings, peat moss, 
sawdust, ground corncobs, straw, hay, shavings, aluminum 
foil, paper, and black plastic. Chemical weed control is used 
to a great extent commercially but is recommended for only 
very specialized situations in the home garden. While some 
vegetables are tolerant to certain chemicals, others are very 
susceptible and may be killed. 
Some vegetables are more susceptible to weed killers in cer­ 
tain stages of growth than in other stages. Since your garden 
will have many different types of vegetables in many different 
stages of growth, it is rather dangerous to use weed killers. 
Step 8. Declare war on the pests. Insects and diseases can 
cause much damage to your crops if precautions are not taken 
before these pests arrive in your garden. 
WARNING: AU pesticides are poisonous and dangerous 
to handle. Read carefully and follow the directions and pre­ 
cautions on the label. Keep all pesticides out of reach of chil­ 
dren and pets. 
Step 9.* Water properly. Water is very important to produce 
high-quality crops. Although rainfaU is a good source of water, 
there are usually some dry periods during the growing season 
when you will have to water your garden. It is important to do 
it properly. Water plants once a week during dry periods (when 
less than an inch of rain falls during a week). 
Water early enough in the day so that moisture on the plants 
will dry off before dew appears; this wiU help to prevent disease. 
Soak the soil thoroughly to depth of at least 6 inches rather than 
The water 
of your property. When planning your garden consider its rela­ 
tion to the trees, shrubs and flowers around the home. The gar­ 
den should fit in well to the overall design of the landscape 
Step. 2. Flan your garden lay-out. Once you have chosen 
a garden site, the next step is to arrange the crops that you 
wish to grow in your garden, and the amounts that you wish 
to grow. Many people overproduce on some Items and do 
not produce others that would be of benefit to them and their 
family. We suggest that you sit down early in the growing 
season and map out your area and plan your rows accord­ 
ingly at that time. 
There is a wide variety of vegetables that may be grown 
in our area; and the proper forethought is much better than to 
wish that you had less room or had planted something else. 
A planting schedule can be made up for the different items 
that you wish to grow and successive crops of different plants 
may be used to produce a long season for such items as sweet 
corn, and many other vegetables. Intensive production may be 
possible with a planned garden in that you may intercrop on par­ 
ticular items. Peas, radishes, green onions, spinach or lettuce 
may be planted between rows where tomatoes, peppers, cabbage 
or corn are to be grown at a later time. 
Radish seed may be mixed with heel, carrot, onion, par­ 
snip, or salsify seed and sown in the same row. The radishes 
will mature before the other crops need more room. To do a 
good job of intercropping you need a good supply of moisture 
and fertilizer. 
Step 3. Grow' recommended varieties. Selecting the proper 
varieties for your garden is important. By careful selection you 
can grow vegetables that are disease-resist ant and good yielders 
of high-quality, nutritious produce. 
Step 4. Obtain good seed, plants, equipment and supplies. Buy 
clean seed, that is viable and disease-free. Some vegetables do 
best when they are started indoors and then transplanted into 
the garden. These plants should be healthy, stocky, medium siz­ 
ed, disease-free, and insect-free with good roots, and avoid us- 
> ing the weak and spindly plants. 
This same information Is valuable when you purchase 
plants from others who have produced them. Good equipment 
is necessary' to maintain your garden in a good condition 
throughout the summer. 
Step 5. Prepare and care for the soil properly. The soil pro- 
| vides food and water to plants. If these materials are not avail­ 
able or if the soil is in poor physical condition (hard and crusty 
when dry’ and sticky when wet) the plants will not grow and de­ 
velop properly. To promote good growth and development of 
your plants, prepare the soil before planting by adding organic 
j matter, appling fertilizers and soil insecticides, correcting acidity, 
and plow ing the seedbed properly. 
Take care of the soil during the growing season by applying 
starter fertilizer and by sidedressing with additional fertilizer. 
The initial application of fertilizer should range from IO to 25 
pounds per thousand square feet of garden area of a good ferti­ 
lizer such as 10-10-10. This material should be spread out over 
the garden and worked into the top four inches of soil before 
planting of the crops. If your garden has not been spaded or 
plowed at this time, you may turn this fertilizer under with this 
operation. 
Step 6. Plant your vegetables correctly. If you have pur­ 
chased commercial seeds the instructions for proper planting 
depths and levels will be given. Do not plant them too early 
if the plant is not hardy and resistant to slight frost condi­ 
tions. 
Step 7. Keep down the weeds. Cultivation is important to 
keep out that competition of weeds and grasses from your ma­ 
jor crop. Begin cultivation as soon as weeds begin to sprout. For 
extra protection you may cultivate even before you notice any 
weeds. Repeat cultivations as weeds appear. Remember it is 
much easier and more efficient to kill weeds when they are H 
inch high than when they are 5 or 6 inches tall. Do not work if 
the soil is wet. 
Mulching is another means of keeping down weeds. Many 
vegetables benefit from mulching. Tomatoes, cucumbers, mel-

should get down into the root zone of the plant. 
Step IO. Harvest at peak quality. The quality of your 
vegetables cannot be improved after harvest. It is therefore 
important to harvest your crops at the proper maturity. 
Taking some of these problems into view and planning for 
them in advance will insure a happy gardener and a high-quality 
product coming from the home garden. If you would like more 
information about the ten steps that I have mentioned in this 
article, please write to the Agricultural Extension Service, 201 
North Dunton Avenue, Arlington Heights, for a free copy of the 
Illinois Vegetable Garden Guide, Circular 816.

D IA N , M D, 
MF.DITORIAL: Baldness in man 
can be observed by all and exper­ 
ienced by many. Although no ex­ 
act figures are available, I doubt 
if any other affliction is as com­ 
mon. Despite the great number of 
patients available for research 
and study, the cause and cure of 
common baldness in men—often 
referred to as “male pattern bald­ 
ness"—has escaped detection. 
Since the cause and cure are 
obscure, it is hard to discuss any­ 
thing but the course and behavior 
of baldness. When searching for 
background information for this 
column I found that the subject 
is surrounded by few facts and 
much fiction. 
Common baldness in men fol­ 
lows a distinct pattern. It starts, 
usually, as a receding hairline on 
either side of the forehead and 
progresses backwards, to even­ 
tually give a hairline which is 
roughly shaped like the letter 
“M.” Later, a round or oval patch 
is noted over the crown, and soon­ 
er or later all hair goes, except 
for small amounts at the sides 
and back. This process may pro­ 
ceed to completion within a few 
years or else be prolonged for 
many. 
Hair loss will start to some de­ 
gree by the age of 25 in about 25 
per cent of men By the age of 50, 
50 per cent will show some evi­ 
dence of becoming bald. General­ 
ly, the earlier baldness begins, 
the more severe and complete it 
will be. 
Effective treatment of this con­ 
dition 
is nonexistent. 
Nothing 
presently known or done is of 
value. Massage and stimulation 
are of no help and may even be 
harmful to the hair and scalp. 
We hair shedding men can only 
accept the statement that this just 
happens as you get older because 
it runs in the family.

ED MOEHLING OF MOUNT PROSPECT turned out for 
Northern Illinois University golf practice six weeks ago bearing 
impressive credentials—he’d won the 1960 Illinois Amateur golf 
title as a 19-year-old NIU freshman, then convinced any unbe­ 
lievers by successfully defending the title last summer. 
But Northern coach Nye LaBaw greeted the Arlington High 
School graduate this spring with wait-and-see reservation. 
“ Ed didn’t score for Northern’s 1960 Intermediate Conference 
championship team, and was ineligible last spring,” LaBaw 
pointed out. “So we have nothing on which to tout him as a col­ 
lege golfer, where he'll be competing in medal play, and in a 
team situation. 
“I’m not going to get excited about him until he gives me 
something to get excited about . . . although I have every hope 
he will.’* 
Just six days into NIU’s season, Moehling did. Firing a sweet 
8-under-par 68 in the final round, the lanky blond pulled himself 
from a 10-stroke deficit into a tie for the Miami University Invi­ 
tational lead with a 72-hole 286, then cooly cut down Miami’s Jim 
Crooks on the first hole of their sudden-death playoff to take home 
one of the nation’s most coveted collegiate golf crowns. 
“From both an individual and team standpoint, Ed did a 
simply fabulous job,” LaBaw enthused on his return from the

For his part, Moehling appeared more pleased with the im­ 
plications of his Miami triumph than with the victory itself. 
“I’m really on my game,” he declared. 
“I played much 
better golf at Miami than either time I won the Illinois Amateur. 
This is going to be ray year.” 
The following afternoon Moehling lofted a 9-iron drive from 
the tee on the 122-yard par-3 second hole at DeKalb’s Kishwau- 
kee Country Cilub—and sank it for his first competitive hole-in- 
one. He wound up with a 35-35—70, even par. 
Reviewing the Miami meet, Ed said “the way I was playing 
earlier in the week, I knew I was going to do well in the tourney. 
And when I was IO strokes out, I wasn’t worried. 
“Going into the last round. I figured I’d need a 67 to win. So 
I played to birdie every hole, missed the mark by a stroke, and 
got the tie. I was first off the tee in the playoff, and gave my 
drive everything I had, figuring a good blast might shake the 
opposition a little. It carried at least 285 yards and when my ap­ 
proach took me just four feet off the cup. I knew the job was 
done. 
“Considering, I’d three-putted nine greens and taken five 
penalty strokes during the tournament, I felt pretty good about 
winning it. 
“It was my first important medal-play championship, but I 
actually prefer this game, rather than match-play. I want to be 
making the pro tours some day, and that’s strictly medal play. 
So I’ve been gearing myself to that gam e.” 
Moehling’s nest major target is the Interstate Conference 
title, which he’ll seek May 18-19 on the Western Illinois Universi­ 
ty course at Macomb against a field including defending cham­ 
pion Len Fiocca of host WIU. 
Should his IIAC performance qualify him for the national col­ 
legiate tourney, Moehling won’t go, because the NCAA meet is 
scheduled to conflict with the 1962 Illinois Amateur. 
“Nobody has ever won three straight Illinois Amateurs,” he 
explained. “I want to try for it.”

THE .‘MTH PALATINE RELAYS were run off Saturday with 
some warm weather in the morning, a light rain, and a cold 
afternoon. The one thing lacking was sunshine, but the track 
athletes did not seem to be bothered too much as the meet in­ 
volving 46 schools was run off within the time schedule and 
four new records were established, three (rf which were in Class 
“A”. Palatines Andy Merutka erased the shot mark of 59’ Va” 
by tossing the 12-pound ball 62’ 9 V \ This is the farthest the 
shot has ever been put in Illinois High School competition. 
Only a little less spectacular was the two mile relay record 
set bv Palatine in 8:07.7, breaking the old mark by five seconds. 
Bill Hoffman, Bob Frost, Hon Frost, and Gene Meyer averaged 
slightly under 2:02 for each of the 880-yard legs. The long gruel­ 
ing hours and miles of cross country and distance running in 
track the past two years paid off and no one was prouder than 
Gene Laulunen, who has been coaching the cross country’ and 
distance runners. 
Winners of the relays, LaGrange and DeKalb, were both reg­ 
istering their first victories. 
Both came through strong in the 
closing events to win the trophies from York and Barrington. 
Locally Palatine took a strong third in class “ A” and was ac­ 
tually leading that division with the mile and 880 relays rem ain­ 
ing. Then LaGrange took first and third in the mile and won the 
880 relays. 
York also finished ahead of the Pirates in both 
events. 
Locally, Prospect’s hurdle shuttle teams took a second and 
a third, Dave Gobeilie took third in the high jump, Cliff Stock 
got a fifth in the mile and the 880 relay team scored a fifth. Ar­ 
lington, for the first time in the 30 years, failed to score in the 
meet. Fenton scored ll Vi points and Lake Park scored two. Bill 
Economos won the high jump with Don Schmidt third, Albert 
Helmsoth took third in the broad jump, and Larry Mueller was 
in an eight-way tie and won the fifth place medal in the pole vault 
for the Fenton Bisons. Joe Petty took fourth in the IOO yard 
dash for Lake Park. 
In winning the two mile relay in record time in class “A” 
Palatine now holds the record in this event in both divisions, hav­ 
ing set a “B” record in 1959 when Knight, Carpenter, Crandall, 
and Brodkorb ran for the Pirates. 


LARRY DALE OF WOODSTOCK, the only coach to have 
handled a team in that meet of 30 years ago had a fine day 
with his Woodstock team as it won first and second in the 106- 
yard dash, and took both the frosh-soph 440 and the varsity 880 
relay events. Woodstock finished a close third with 38'/* points 
and, along with Barrington’s balanced team which lost the “B“ 
division by only four-fifths of a point, should present the strong 
contenders in the North Suburban this year. 
Phillips of Chicago, winner of the Oak Park Relays, was ex­ 
pected to push LaGrange but the city team dropped a baton, had 
a disqualification, and made a mistake in a shuttle relay which 
cost four seconds and no points instead of a meet record. It was 
a bad day for Phillips and their fifth place finish does not meas­ 
ure their true strength. 
Biggest surprise of the meet was Tom Atkinson of LaGrange 
defeating state champion Theo Cox in the 100-yard dash in :10 
flat. Atkinson, who is state broad jump champ the past two 
years, won two events and anchored the winning 880 relay team 
to top the meet scorers. Glenbard East broke the mile relay- 
record in “A” class and the lead off runner was Larry Bretsnyder 
whose father, Jack, was a miler at Palatine and competed in 
the 1935 Palatine Relays. 
Wally Grace rated his picture on the Palatine Relays pro­ 
gram for his 17 years as head timer and finish judge of the meet 
and the fact that Wally will be basking in Florida sunshine in 
retirement from his athletic directorship at Arlington Heights 
when the 31st running of the meet rolls around next April.
